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Continuation of 1 1 . does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: Applicant's arguments filed 04/22/2007 have 
been fully considered but they are not persuasive. In response to applicant's argument that there is no suggestion to combine the 
references, the examiner recognizes that obviousness can only be established by combining or modifying the teachings of the prior art to 
produce the claimed invention where there is some teaching, suggestion, or motivation to do so found either in the references themselves 
or in the knowledge generally available to one of ordinary skill in the art. See In re Fine, 837 F.2d 1071, 5 USPQ2d 1596 (Fed. Cir. 1988) 
and In re Jones, 958 F.2d 347, 21 USPQ2d 1941 (Fed. Cir. 1992). In this case, It would have been obvious to one of ordinary skill in the 
art of data processing at the time of the present invention to combine the teachings of cited references because they are in the same field 
of invention of aggregating records for minimization of storage space and better efficiency. Furthermore, the aggregation engine supports 
high performance aggregation (data roll-up) to maximize query performance of large volumes of data and reduce the time of partial 
aggregations, which would lead to degrading query response (paragraphs 0092 - 0093, Bakalash). Bakalash also teaches the 
representation of a set of plurality members in paragraphs 0024 - 0026 and Figures 9 A, 9 B, 9 C1 & C2 and 10A. Furthermore, Applicant 
argues that neiter Langevin nor Bakalash discloses that the aggregated entry include a field whose value is a representation of a set that 
is capable of having a plurality of members, examiner submits that Langevin teaches the aggregation of the plurality of data members in 
paragraohs 54 and 72. Therefore the finality of the rejection is maintained. 
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
